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South, Traditional 
Parents Appeal For 
School Retention

Parents from South School and the Tra 


ditional Alternative went before the school 
committee Tuesday night.to protest their 
possible closings, while parents from oth- 
er sectors generally seemed to prefer 
whatever option would leave the system 
with the most flexibility in the months 
ahead. 

Shawsheen School, also eyed for closing 
in the administrative report presented last 
week, was not specifically represented. 

June Blake, president of the South PTO 
maintained that closing that school would 
leave the rest of the system overcrowded 
with no flexibility for growth, and that the 
land value of South was too high to get rid 
of now 

Joseph Howard, president of the Tradi- 
tional Parents Advisory Council took issue 
with the comparison of the Traditional 
Alternative with a school building. It’s a 
philosophy not a building, he said, adding 
that the possibility of providing structured 
classrooms elsewhere was not acceptable 
to the traditional parents 

Supt. Kenneth R. Seifert started off with 
a review of the closing options presented 
last week 

It is possible, he said, to close 
Shawsheen School, the Traditional School, 
South School, or a combination of the 
Traditional School and either of the other 
two, by upping the pupil:teacher ratio to 


28:1 in Grades 1 through 6 
That, he said, would mean an average

Kear Submits 
His Resignation

Rhys Kear, Andover’s community de- 
velopment director, has acceded to the 
request of Town Manager Jared S.A. Clark 
and submitted his resignation 

The request followed a year-long study 
and examination of the department cre- 
ated under Clark's direction to address the 
problems of growth in the community 

At the conclusion of the study and the 
issuing of a report earlier this month, 
Clark requested Kear’s resignation to be 
effective by June 30, although emphasiz- 
ing that the action was not based on any 
findings of wrongdoing in the department, 
or a reflection on the capabilities of the 
administrator 

Kear said Wednesday that while he still

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feels there are several significant factual 
errors in the report which led to erroneous 
conclusions, he submitted his resignation 
on Tuesday because he had no desire to get 
into debate which could be damaging to 
the town,‘‘which I like very much.” 

The administrator said he had no job to 
go to at the moment and that he would 
explore a number of types of alternatives 
in the days and weeks ahead 

One of Clark's directives when he was 
named manager three years ago was to 
address the problems of growth and devel- 
opment in the community. To that end, he

The nation’s suffering economy may be 
putting a damper on new building in other 
communities, but Andover remains ‘‘one 
of the very, very fortunate towns’’ where 
new building is not only holding on, but 
Slowly picking up 

In a recent report to the selectmen, 
Town Manager Jared S.A. Clark pointed 
out that as of March 1, the town had issued 
18 building permits for new dwellings 
two more than the same period in 1980 - 
and five permits for industrial buildings 
compared to three a year ago 

Permits for additions and alterations 
have increased most dramatically: while 
only one had been issued at this time last 
year, nine have been issued. this year 

‘Despite what may be happening else- 
where in the economy,’ the manager re- 
ported, ‘‘the rate of building in Andover is 
remaining strong and is stronger in early 
1981 than was the case in early 1980.” 

Local realtors and bankers agree that 
building seems to be picking up slightly 
this year, but indicate that that fact may 
represent ‘‘a normalization of the mar- 
ket’’ more than real growth. 

‘Building is up compared fo last year, 
but last year was an exceptionally difficult 
year,’ explains Bill Maren of the Victor 
Company, Inc., an Andover real estate 
company. ‘‘Right now building is good, it’s 
healthy. It’s amazing the number of new 
houses that are being built.”’ 

Maren observes that Andover is “‘one of 
the very, very fortunate towns that still 
has large reserves of land available. Some 
towns have no land left, so there is no 
building at all.‘ But,’’ he adds quickly, 
‘‘the land is not being used at a ridiculous 
rate.”’ 

One indication that the economy may be 
a bit healthier this year, he notes, is that 
local_people are ‘‘coming back into the 
market. Last year we lived on transfers — 
an executive transferred here fron Cinnci- 
nati, say — people who had to buy a house. 
Now we are seeing more local people 
again, people who just want to buy.” 

The combination of tranfers and local 
buyers brings a ‘‘balance and mix’’ to the 
community, Maren says, which is 
“healthy and very, very beneficial to the 
whol town.”’

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Agency agrees that building is ‘‘very defi 
nitely picking up’’ in town. However, he 
attributes that to the season: Housing 
sales and starts traditionally increase at 
this time of year 

I would say that things are very, very 
close with the same performance Of a yea! 
ago,” Howe says. ‘I personally have no 
feel for any great changes. The difficult 
economy is still making it difficult for 
people to buy. It continues to go along at 
the same pace as a year ago 

Andover Savings Bank loan officer Dick 
Mower confirms that there seems to be 

no more money available than last year 
ahd that interest rates have indeed risen 

- from 11.5 percent last year to 15.5 
percent this year, although that rate va- 
ries. ‘‘Of course, everything else is up as 
well,’ he points out 

There is, however, ‘‘a tremendous hous- 
ing demand in town, probably more than 
last year,’’ Mower adds, largely because 
‘‘housing starts were down last year. And 
the Merrimack Valley is blessed with good 
employment. Houses are still being built 
in Andover, North Andover, Boxford — the 
super-houses, big houses.” 

Many of those high-priced houses are 
still being purchased by transferred exec- 
utives, but like Maren, the loan officer has 
noticed that more iccal peuple are inter- 
ested in buying again 

But other would-be buyers are foregoing 
new homes, and turning instead to remod- 
eling the houses they already own. ‘Loans 
for adding on have increased tremendous 
ly,’ Mower says. ‘People may need more 
room, but rather than paying higher inter- 
est rates and giving up the low interest 
rates they now have, they're remodeling 

Homeowners across the country seem to 
be making the same choice: Professional 
Remodeling, a monthly magazine for con- 
tractors, reported in January that ‘‘the 
second quarter of ‘81 looks promising 
Pent-up demand might well blow the roof 
off of remodeling if the nation’s economy 
stabilizes.” 

Remodelers interviewed by the publica- 
tion said they expect their businesses to 
increase by at least 10 percent in the 
coming year 

Bob Reynolds of Andover Remodeling 
says his telephone has been ringing con- 
stantly with requests for renovations and 
additions to local homes. However, like 
Doug Howe, he believes this could simply

The manager has since hired a special 
services police officer, William Canane, 
who, in addition to serving as the only dog 
officer, works with youth assigned to the 
town under the Lawrence District Court’s 
alternative sentencing program, and 
maintains police department vehicles. 

Berger, noting that the town recently 
advertised for that new position as well as 


pensation claims with the town, as Berger

“This was a budget cutback and a job 
description change,’’ Clark emphasized, 
“and not a dismissal for workmen’s com- 
pensation claims.”’ 

“This is just the béginning of 242,"’ Se- 
lectman Silverman told the attorney, indi- 
cating that more town positions are likely 
to be eliminated in the future.

Mike Giammusso didn't have much time 
to rest up from the rigors of his first 
election campaign. 

EVen as he exchanged his ‘‘Mike Giam- 
musso for School Committee’’ button for 
an ‘I Like My Committee”’ one during his 
victory party Monday night, he was 
looking forward to a public session laden 
with heavy emotional potential on Tues- 
day. (Tuesday night during his official 
acceptance comments, he noted that ‘‘so 
meone like Kevin White’’ goes to the West 
Indies the day after election, while he got 
to go to the West Elementary. ) 

But Giammusso, in post-victory mo- 
ments, was rather challenged by the 
thought of being able to do something to 
‘minimize the damage about to happen 
to the schools because of Prop. 242 

‘‘We have to be responsible,’ Giammus- 
so said, and indicated the school board 
should proceed as if no outside funding 
would be available to help bail them out of 
severe budget cuts 

However, he said, at the same time the 
committee should try to get further help 
from the state and whatever other sources 
might be available 

While he has maintained during the 
campaign that a school closing might be 
premature, he said it might also be nec

essary to preserve teachers and pro- 
grams, and that he would go along with 
whatever was best for the town 

As a former Doherty parent and one who 
had worked very hard to keep Doherty 
from being closed last year, Giammusso 
said his first priority in another closing 
would be to minimize the number of for- 
mer Doherty pupils to be redistricted 
again 

He said the school committee will ‘have 
to be very balanced in this whole thing,” 
and ‘‘try to be as fair as they can.’ 

He suggested that parents from the 
Shawsheen, South and Traditiona: Schools 
come to the contmittee and present their 
cases. While it wouldn't be a question of 
‘“‘who yells the loudest,’” he said, he didn't 
want anyone to feel they hadn't had an 
opportunity to be heard 

As a matter of fact, he said, the possibil- 
ity of a school closing had elicited ‘‘very

If running unoppposed took the edge off 
Donn Byrne’s election to the board of 
selectmen, it wasn’t apparent Monday 
night. 

The newest selectman was relaxed and 
jovial during a victory celebration in the 
basement family room of his home at 15 
Lovejoy Road. But he was ‘‘disappointed 
that there wasn’t a campaign,’’ Byrne 
said. ‘‘I don’t know why nobody was inter- 
ested in running this year — I guess people 
just felt this wasn’t the year for doing 
anything. It’s unfortunate.” 

He noted, however, that interest in town 
politics tends to run in cycles: ‘‘Next year 
there could be eight candidates running 
for two seats on the board and a 50 percent 
voter turnout.

The small boxed advertisement has ap- 
peared in these pages every week for the 
past 26 years: ‘‘Marv’s Window Clean- 
ing,’’ it reads in bold type, ‘Windows and 
Storm Windows, Domestic Cleaning 

he man behind that familiar ad is Mar- 
vin Feingold of Lawrence, and he has 
become an equally familiar figure in An- 
dover and neighboring towns. With only 
loyal customers and his Townsman ad to 
spread the word, Feingold’s one-man busi- 
ness continues to flourish after 26 years 

The silver-haired Feingold counts 
among his customers ‘‘the majority of the 
homes in Andover, and practically all the 
businesses,’ he says proudly. Every week 
he makes the rounds of about 100 local 
businesses, from banks to stores to insur- 
ance agencies, shining up windows and 
sometimes providing janitorial services 

Feingold visits most of the 250 homes he 
services twice each year, ‘once in the 
spring, and again in the fall,’ he explains 

He is a soft-spoken man who clearly 
enjoys his work. ‘‘There’s nothing about it 
I don’t like. I like meeting people — I like 
people. I meet a variety of people. ’ 

Feingold reports with pride that he has 
never lost a customer, and in fact has kept 
many of them for more than 25 years. ‘I 
have never signed a contract,’’ he adds 

They just call me and tell me to come 
and I do it

He has built a rock-solid reputation as a 
responsible and trustworthy businessman 
‘A lot of customers, including businesses, 
call me up for a job, and they don't even 
ask about the price — they just say, do it 
They know I won't take advantage of 
them.” 

And even Andover’s most affluent home- 
owners have no fears about leaving Feing- 
old alone while he works, and that gives 
him ‘‘a pretty nice feeling.” (Although 
sometimes, he admits, he finds it rather 
nerve-wracking to be surrounded by costly 
antiques on the job ) 

‘People here in Andover are very 
friendly,’ he observes. ‘‘They stop and 
talk on the street, they invite you in for 
coffee or a .sandwich.” Feingold has 
watched entire families of children ‘grow 
up from infants to being all married — it 
gives you a nice feeling.” 

But being well-known to so many towns 
people has its hazards as well: He some 
times forgets his customers’ names, and 
that can be ‘embarassing’ when one of 
them greets him on the street. ‘‘Some 
times it’s just hard to remember them 
all.’ he confesses 

The only other drawbaek to his vocation 
is a seasonal one, winter weather. ‘‘That’s 
the only time it’s a little rough, when it’s 
kind of cold.’ Feingold says. Yet even

then, most customers are ‘‘very nice and 
reasonable about it”’ if he fails to appear 
on a bitter day. For the most part, he 
counts working outdoors as one of the 
advantages of his job 

Feingold finds even his competition 
igreeable. ‘‘Most of my competitors are 
nice, he says. ‘‘We have an agreement 
I won't cut into their business, and they 
won't cut into mine. We've all been doing 
it for years and we all charge around the 
same price, so why should I take bread out 
of sormeone’s mouth The competitors 
have even been known to fill in for one 
unother on occasion, he notes 

It hasn't always been pleasant. Feingold 
decided to ‘‘take a gamble and go out on 
my own” after working for another win- 
dow-cleaning company for six years 

‘I remember the first week I started, 
he recalls. ‘‘We had two kids at the time 
and my wife was pregnant with our young 
est. My first week's pay was eight dollars 
and fifty cénts, and that’s the truth. It 
really was a struggle that first year 

But he hung on because ‘‘I was a plug 
ger. I was never afraid to work.’ He won 
his earliest customers by ‘‘knocking on 
doors. If I saw a store with dirty windows, 
I'd knock on the door. Now I work all over

that some people feel the removal of earth

However, because no such cases have 
come before the ZBA during the past year, 
the committee recommended that the re- 
striction be left in the bylaw. ‘If a prob- 
lem comes up in the future, we can 
address it then,’ McQuade suggested 

In reply to a question from Selectmen 
Chairman James Abramson, the DPW di- 
rector indicated that under the existing 
bylaw, landowners would be able to build 
houses, driveways, swimming pools and 
tennis courts without a variance. Those 
projects would be ‘‘well within the 2,000- 
yard limit, under normal conditions 

McQuade also pointed out that the build- 
ing inspector, who is responsible for en- 
forcing the bylaw, feels it can be enforced 
as long as sufficient manpower is avail- 
able on his staff 

Among the other recommendations 
made by the committee: Builders and 
landowners should be aware of what is 
contained in the bylaw. This could be ac-

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School Bus Cuts More Emotional 


By Linda S. Corbett 


The possible cutback in school bus trans 
portation turned out to be more of an 
emotion-getter Tuesday night than the 
closing of a whole school building 

It was the idea of youngsters walking up 
to two miles to school and as much as a 
mile to their bus stops that drew most of 
the attention; there were no comments 
about proposed cuts in late buses or the 
buses needed to continue the 7th and 10th 
grade orientation or the Ist grade early 
dismissal programs 

While some parents expressed concern 
over the safety aspects of their youngsters 
walking to school in a town with few side- 
walks, those who showed a willingness to 
carpool or walk their children to school or 
bus stops drew enough applause to send 
the school committeemen scrambling for 
their pencils 

Peggy Mahala, 22 Clark Road, was first 
to broach the subject: 

‘‘How can you expect a 5- or 6-year-old 
to walk two miles to school?’’ she asked 
She said her child would have to cross the 
railroad tracks and walk uphill without 
sidewalks in one direction, or cross Das- 
comb Road in the other. 

She said she would ‘‘gladly”’ drive her 
daughter to a central spot to meet a schoo! 
bus and wait in the car until she was safely 
on it 

“This is not something we have any 
taste to do,’ School Chairman Joseph Finn 
aid of the potential bus cuts. ‘‘But our 
primary objective is to deliver in the 
classroom...and to try to deliver as much 
next year as this year.”’ 

“Yes, there are some safety factors,” 
he said, because ‘‘the town chose not to 
build sidewalks in Andover.”’ 

Faith O’Brien, 44 Whittier St., said her 
kindergartner would have to walk from 
the far side of Central Park ‘‘all the way to 
Bancroft School.”’ 

“There's no way,”’ she said, ‘‘my kid 
could leave in the morning and make it in 
time for the afternoon session."’

Now Your Cooking 


Lately, with more of my time being 
devoted to my two children I have*less 
time to spend preparing dinner it seems. 
I'm constantly looking for new recipe 
ideas that will cut down on the time I 
spend in the kitchen, as well as the money 
I spend at the registers for food 

One of my most recent discoveries has 
been biscut mix. You can’t believe how 
versatile it is. With a little experimenting 
you can really turn a humdrum dinner into 
something special 

Here is my favorite casserole. Once you 
make it you will think of many ways to 
vary it to suit you and your families taste. 
Try it — its great. 


This Weeks Best Bet 


Crust: 142 cups biscut mix; Enough milk 
*to make a workable dough. Knead a few 
times to dissolve all the Biscut Mix and 
press into and up the sides of a Casserole 
dish approximately 9 in. wide 13 in. long 
and two inches deep. (Once your familiar 
with this recipe you can use the casserole 
dish of your choice and vary the amount of 
dough you Reed. ) 
Filling: 
1 lb. hamburger 
| med. onion chopped 
1 cup celery chopped 
1 cup green pepper chopped 
1 160z can tomatoes 
drained & chopped 
1 802 can tam sauce 
1 pkg Taco seasoning mix 
1 egg 
Brown the meat and onion. Drain fat, 
add remaining ingredients except egg 
Cool meat mixture than add egg and 
spread into the crust 
Topping 
1 cup Sour Cream (or Yogurt if 
your counting calcries) 
‘2 cup Mayo 
1 cup grated cheddar 
or jack cheese 
1 egg well beaten 
Mix well and spread over hamburger 
mixture. Bake at 350° 45 minutes till gold- 
en brown. Let rest 10 minutes before serv- 
ing 
This casserole makes a great main 
course lunch or dinner. I like to serve it 
with a spinach salad and a well chilled 
chablis. It also freezes beautifully. You 
can freeze it in individual portions to have 
on hand for emergencies 
There are many things you can do with 
this dish. Corn or peas, or both can be 
added to the filling. Also you can substi- 
tute the taco seasoning for a different 


flavor. Chili powder is nice and so is nut- 
meg and cinnamon, about a teaspoon of 
both. The topping is a great way to use up 
those bits of cheese in your refrigerator 

This dish also makes a nice appetizer

Mock Brock Souffle 


1 160z bag frozen broccoli cooked 
to pkg. directions. Drain 

1 cup Biscut mix 

1% cup milk 

2 eggs 

1 cup grated Swiss cheese 

1 small finely chopped onion 
(optional) 

Beat biscut mix, milk and eggs well. I 
use the blender. Pour into a bow! and add 
the broccoli cheese and onion. Mix well 
and pour into a well greased 1 qt. souffle 
dish. Bake at 325° for 50 min. till golden 
brown. Let set at room temp. until you can 
remove it from the souffle dish to a serv- 
ing platter. Garnish with cherry tomatoes, 
or sliced tomatoes around the plate 

This is also a versatile dish as it can be 
served as a main course at lunch with a 
tossed salad or as a vegetable dish at 
dinner. Sometimes I use Feta cheese 
crumbled into it instead of Swiss and by 
adding a cup of sliced mushrooms you get 
yet another taste treat. 

That is just a couple of my favorite easy 
recipes and I know you will enjoy them. 
By the way, if you don’t like broccoli you 
can use 2 100z boxes of frozen spinach so 
long as you squeeze all the excess liquid 
out of it and chop it well. 

Speaking of spinach, do you like spinach 
salad_but find it too time consuming to 
serve it ag often as you would like? Weil, I 
have found that by spending a half hour 
making a few preparations I can serve it 
as often as J like in less than a minute 
First of all, the fastest and most thorough 
way to wash spinach is in lukewarm wa- 
ter. Fill the sink, with the lukewarm wa- 
ter, pour 2 bags of fresh spinach in and 
pour approx. 42 cup of salt in. Mix it well 
with your hands being sure to ‘‘plop’’ the 
spinach up and down a few times. The salt 
washes the dirt and sand off quickly. 
Drain the water and rinse spinach with 
more lukewarm water in your salad spin- 
ner (a must for a dry crisp salad) (If you 
don’t have one you can put the spinach in a 
big clean towel, wrap it loosely and run it 
through the spin dry cycle of your washer 
works like a charm but wastes electrici 
ty.) 

While your doing this you can have | Ib 
of bacon frying and 6 eggs boiling on the 
stove. Also be soaking a lb of mushrooms 
in cold water 

When the spinach is dry store it in two 
plastic bags, blow the bag up slightly and 
seal them with twisters. Then every so 
often during the week turn the bags over in 
the refrigerator to keep the spinach fresh 
and crisp 

Drain the bacon, roll it up in paper towel 
and store in the refrigerator. Dry the 
mushrooms, slice, sprinkle generously 
with lemon juice. This keeps them white 
while adding flavor. Roll loosely in paper

owel and store in the refrigerator. Draw 


happy faces on the eggs so everyone will 
know they are hard boiled (even if you 
don't use them in a salad they make great 
snacks.) Now you have the makings for a 
good spinach salad to go along with some 
extra touches of your own which can be 
tomatoe, avacado, croutons, diced leftov- 
er chicken or roast beef or cold peas or 
green beans. And what a great spinach 
sandwich all those fixing make stuffed 
into pita bread with the dressing of your 
choice. By the way any left over mush- 
rooms, bacon or spinach makes a great 
omelette 

Do you ever have a problem with lumpy 
white sauce? You won't if you use quick 
mix flour 

Could you use a good dip recipe that’s 
delicious and fast? Mix | cup sour cream 
(or yogurt if your counting) to one pack- 
age Italian Salad Seasoning mix. Simply 
delicious with raw vegetables - especially 
cherry tomatoes. You can also add a 
drained can of tuna to this dip for a nice 
change. 

Another great mix I recently discovered 
is Tania’s Dill mix available at Hay Scales 
Exchange. I’ve used it as a dip and as a 
sauce over vegetables. I also added a 
package to a container of cottage cheese 
for a wonderful low calorie lunch. It 
comes in a cute little envelope and Tania 
has same recipes of her own printed there 
I think you'll like it 


Laundry Tips 


Here’s a great tip for your laundry 
room. Buy a 15 oz. spray bottle. Put in | 
cup of good fabric softner, fill to the top 
with water and the next time you load the 
drier spray the wet laundry about 10 times 
before starting the drier. You'll get the 
same effect as using the full strength in 
your washer and your fabric softner will 
last for months, also, have you ever let 
your permanent press lay in the drier long 
enough to become permanent wrinkle? 
Just spray these items a few times, turn 
the drier on for 10 minutes and you won't 
have to iron them. Once my airline uni- 
form slacks had slipped off the hanger and 
when I got to them they were a mess. Dry 
clean only! I tried the spray trick and it 
worked like a charm

4 cups flour 
4 cups water 
2 cups salt 
‘2 cup oil 
2 TB cream of tartar 
1 small bottle food coloring

Beat with electric mixer till smooth 
Put in a pot and bring to a rapid boil 
stirring constantly till a hard ball forms 
Knead 2 to 3 minutes and store in plastic 
bags.

Ingredients 
10 oz cooked chopped spinach 
‘e midium size onion 
4 strips bacon 
3 oz shredded mozzarella cheese 
2 oz white wine 

garlic powder 
1% Ibs. flounder (sole) 
3 eggs 
4 oz flour 

butter of margarine 

(for saute) 

‘2 lemon 
chopped shallots 
salt and pepper 


Begin preparation by dicing the onion, 
slicing the bacon into quarter inch slices, 
and shredding the cheese. Next whip eggs 
and strain, set aside. Now you are ready to 
start cooking 


In a large frying pan, partially cook the 
bacon, add onion. While this is cooking, 
flour the sole on both sides. When the 
bacon and onion mixture is almose 
cooked, add the spinach, cheese, garlic 
powder, and salt and pepper to taste. This 
is your Florentine mixture 


Melt butter in a second fry pan. Dip the 
floured fish in the egg wash. Sauti for 
three minutes or until golden brown, turn, 
cook for two more minutes, add wine and 
shallots simmering for one minute. Serve 
on a bed of florentine, garnish with fresh 
parsley and a lemon slice. To compliment 
your dinner, I recommend rice pilaf and a 
fresh garden salad. Now you have a 
healthy and hearty meal with a touch of 
classical cooking.

The Townsman offices should be easier to find these days: just look for 
the bright blue sign over our doorway. at 89 North Main St. The new 
sign, with golden letters styled after our masthead, was erected last 


week. 


Michael R. Giammusso was elected to 
the schoc! committee and Donn B. Byrne 
was chosen selectman in the annual town 
election which cost $4.50 per ballot, Mon 
day 

The estimated cost for conducting Mon- 
day’s election is based on the 880 ballots 
cast out of a possible 16,770, or 5.23 per 
cent of the total registered vote. Esti- 
mated cost for the election including 
workers, printing, preparation, etc., was 
listed as $4,010 by Town Clerk Elden R 
Salter 

Giammusso received 80 percent of the 
vote, with 704 votes to opponent Edward | 
Kaufman's 144. Giammusso, a. Summer 
Street resident, will serve a three-year 
term, replacing committee chairman 
Elaine Viehmann. Viehmann chose not to 
seek re-election 

Former Finance Committee Chairman 
Byrne ran unopposed, and earned 719 
votes, or 82 percent of the ballots. The 
Lovejoy Road resident will also serve a 
three-year term, and also replaces a board 
chairman who chose to step down, James 
Abramson 


Elected without opposition were incum- 
bents James D. Doherty as moderator 
and Thomas P. Eldred to the Andover 
Housing Authority, both with 86 percent of 
the vote 

The quiet election day at Andover High 
School ended in a quiet night at town hall 


where only a handful of townspeople and 
campaign workers along with Giam 
musso gathered to hear the results 
Tabulated by the town computer, the unof 
ficial totals were posted by 8:45 p.m 

Town Clerk Elden Salter said Tuesday 
morning that there were probably a num 
ber of reasons and ‘‘many variables’’ be 
hind the extremely light voter turnout 

‘First, and probably the most promi 
nent reason, is that very little interest was 
created in the election, with only one con- 
tested office,’ Salter explained. ‘And sec- 
ond, with all the political hoopla over the 
national election in November — when we 
had an excellent turnout — perhaps people 
were not in a frame of mind to be thinking 
about a town election 

The clerk added that many townspeople 
seemed unaware that the election was to 
be held Monday, despite publicity in the 
local Somehow people just didn't 
seem to react to the coverage it wasn't 
on their minds 

Finally, Salter theorized the old 
cliche, Proposition may have 
dimmed citizens’ enthusiasm for visiting 
the polls 

While taking all of those factors into 
consideration, Salter also pointed out that 
voter participation in town elections has 
been ‘‘gradually declining’ during his 11 
years as town clerk

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It’s bad enough when interest in public office reaches 
such a low ebb as evidenced by the single contest on the 
ballot, but the voter turnout in Andover this year can 
only be described as shameful. 

Over 16,000 voters are now registered in Andover, the 
highest in the town’s history. And, on Monday, the town 
registered the lowest voter turnout in its history, 877 for 
a 5.23 per cent response. 

There really was no excuse for such a poor perfor- 
mance by the Andover electorate. 

There was ample publicity accompanying the elec- 
tion. 


Candidates, even some of those unopposed, adver- 
tised for public consideration. 

The Andover League of Women Voters conducted a 
candidates coffee session at the Andover Savings Bank 
on a Saturday morning, and followed with a voter 
service page in the TOWNSMAN last week. 

The candidates themselves had meetings and coffee 
hours to explain their views. 


As for election day itself, the weather could not have 
been better. 

There is the perpetual complaint about the single 
voting place, people having to go to the high school, 
rather than the neighborhood polling place as in years 
past. Some people indicate they would take the time to 
cast their ballot if they could go to a voting booth in 
their own precinct rather than travelling to the Dunn 


When the date of the annual election was changed a 
few years ago, it was felt at the time, that being later in 
the year would provide more response, since the weath- 
er would not be a factor. 

Formerly, the town voted on the first Monday in 
March, which if not plagued by cold, often was accom- 
panied by stormy conditions. 

Oddly enough, the voter turnout in those days was 
better than with the improved conditions produced by 
the later date. 

Voter turnout over the past seven years has gone 
from a high of 38 per cent, to this week’s low of 5.23 per 
cent. 

Many people were shocked a year ago when the 
turnout was only 19 per cent, never thinking it would 
shrink to the low of this year. 

It is difficult to determine the cause of apathy on the 
part of the residents of the community, either to offer 
themselves to public service, or at least to respond to 
those who do through the casting of a ballot on election 
day. 

There is some indication that holding public office can 
be time-consuming, but the same excuse does not hold 
for the voter. It takes but a few minutes to stop by the 
polling place and exercise one’s franchise. 

Whatever the reason, it is to be hoped that the situa- 
tion will correct itself in the year ahead and that 
interest come next March will reverse the current trend 
which finds Andover mired in apathy as far as its 


gymnasium.

To the younger genera- 
tion of Andover it may not be amiss to say 
that Dr. Samuel C. Jackson was for 50 
years a resident of this town and very 
prominently identified with its educatio- 
nal interests.

WASHINGTON -- There is 
a new mood in Washington 
about the national defense 
The president and congres- 
sional leaders have spoken 
boldly about spending bil- 
lions for such awesome 
weapons as missiles and air-

Yet the greater need is for 
people who can competently 
maintain and operate the 
weapons the United States 
already has. For the past 
decade, we have been warn- 
ing about the deterioration 
of our armed forces. But the 
decline has been even worse 
than we thought 

Classified Defense 
Department documents 
reveal, for example, that 90 
percent of the men and 
women who maintain and 
operate the U.S. Army's 
nuclear weapons in Europe 
flunked basic tests of their 
skills last year. 

Here’s a partial break- 
down: The tests were failed 
by 86 percent of the Army’s 
artillery crewmen, 77 per- 
cent of the computer 
programmers, 89 percent of 
the track-vehicles mechan- 
ics and 82 percent of the 
Hawk surface-to-air missile 
crews. 

In NATO competitions, 
even our hand-picked units 
have usually finished dead 
last. West Germany's for- 
eign minister, Hans 
Mathoefer, is quoted as 
saying, in disgust, that Ger- 
man soldiers at least “do not 
use drugs and can read and 
write.”

Designed exclusively for use in librar- 
ies, the CLSI system would automate the 
loaning of library materials (including

The computer would make it possible to 
know what books and materials circulate 
most often, and which are rarely used 
Students working on a research project

PUBLIC NOTICE 


The Planning Board will hold a Public Meeting on March 31, 1981 at 7:30 P.M. in the 
Conference Room of the Department of Community Development and Planning, 11 
Essex Street (Theatre Building). The purpose of this Public Meeting is to provide an op- 
portunity for interested persons to express their comments and opinions about the draft 
Multifamily Housing Zoning Bylaw Article printed below. In addition, the Planning 
Board will be reviewing potential multifamily housing sites that appear to meet the 
criteria of the draft Bylaw. While the Planning Board will conduct formal Public 
Hearings on proposed Zoning Bylaw Articles befcre Town Meeting, the Board solicits 
your comments prior to the Multifamily Housing Zoning Bylaw Article being inserted in 
the Warrant. We welcome your consideration of this important matter. 


Article- - -. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Andover Zoning Bylaw as follows, 
or act otherwise in relation thereto. 


1. Amend SECTION III. (ESTABLISHMENT OF DISTRICTS) by inserting a new sub- 
section F, to read as follows: 


F. MULTIFAMILY OVERLAY DISTRICT (MO) 


A Multifamily Overlay District is hereby created, comprising all areas so designated 
by subsequent town meeting vote. Each such District shall contain at least 15 and not 
more than 30 acres. It is intended that such Districts will be located where public water, 
sewerage, streets, storm drainage systems, and schools can without unplanned public 
capital expenditure adequatély service all development the District might result in, and 
where such development will reinforce the existing pattern of business services. See 
Section VI.N. for requirements. 


2. Amend SECTION VI. (OTHER REQUIREMENTS) by adding the following: 
N. MULTIFAMILY OVERLAY DISTRICT (MO) 
1. General Objectives 


The MO District is intended to broaden Andover’s range of housing opportunities, 
while at the same time preserving natural amenities and other elements of the existing 
landscape and remaining consistent with existing and planned service facilities and 
neighborhood character. 


2. Underlying District Requirements 


Any development within the MO District shall be subject to all otherwise applicable 
requirements of the underlying zoning district in which it is located, except that, in addi- 
tion to uses otherwise allowable, multifamily dwellings may be authorized on Special 
Permit from the Planning Board if in accordance with the following provisions. 


3. Multifamily Requirements 
a) Location 


(1) Town sanitary sewerage and water facilities must be adjacent to the site and 
of such capacity to serve the proposed multifamily development without public 
capital expenditure to alter the Town sanitary sewerage and water facilities. For 
purposes of determining sewerage flow estimates the Planning Board shall utilize 

» the current Andover Board of Health Minimum Requirements for the Utilization 
of Sanitary Sewerage Systems. For purposes of determining water flow re- 
quirements, the Planning Board shall utilize a minimum flow of 2,000 gallons per 
minute (or such other higher amount consistent with that required by the Town of 
Andover fire rating classification). 


(2) A site proposed for multifamily development must be either within one (1) 
mile of the centerline intersection of Routes 28 and 133 (Shawsheen Square); or 
within one and one-half (142) miles of the centerline intersection of Route 28 and 
Elm Street as‘projected (Elm Square); or within one-half (4%) mile of the 
centerline intersection of Andover Street and the M.B.T.A. Railroad (Ballardvale 
Center ) 


b) Dimensional Requirements 
(1) Lot dimensions. Minimum parcel size shall be 15 acres; maximum parcel size 


Shall be 30 acres. Frontage requirement is same as underlying district require- 
ment 


(2) Yard depth. Front, side and rear yard depth requirements shall be a minimum 
of fifty feet (50°) except that no multifamily dwelling shall be closer to any street 
or property line than twice its building height. Buildings containing multifamily 


dwellings on the same lot shall be separated by a minimum of thirty feet (30’) or., * 


as required by the Massachusetts State Building Code, whichever is greater. 


(3) Height. No building shall exceed thirty-five feet (35’) in height or two and one- 
half (242) stories 


(4) Lot coverage. Maximum lot coverage including accessory buildings shall not’ 
exceed thirty percent (30% ) 


(5) Open Space. All land not designated for roads, minimum yard depth, areas for 
dwellings, or other development within the parcel shall be held for open space. 
Open space shall be preserved for recreation or conservation and shal! comprise 
not less than 40% of the parcel. Wetlands, as defined at M.G.L. Chapter 131, Sec- 
tion 40, shall comprise not more than 50% of the open space. The open space shall 
be conveyed either to the Town of Andover and accepted by it for park or open 
Space use. or to a non-profit organization the principal purpose of which is the con- 
servation of open space, or to a corporation or trust owned or to be owned by the 
owners of the residential units within the development. In any case where the open 
space is not conveyed to the Town, all instruments creating the relevant corpora- 
tion or trust shall be submitted to the Planning Board for its review and approval 
prior to the Board’s approval of the Special Permit. If a corporation or trust is 
utilized, ownership thereof shall pass with conveyances of the residential units. In 
,, aby case where the open. space js not. conyeyed to the Town,:a restriction en- 
forceable by the Town of Andover shall be recorded providing that such land shall 
be kept in atural state and not be built upon or developed for accessory 


inopenorr 


uses such as parking or roadway. Before approval of the Special Permit by the 
Planning Board, the developer shall declare which of the three options he will ex- 


ercise, and such disposition shall be recorded as a restriction to the development 
plan 


(6) Accessory uses. Accessory uses shall require the approval of the Planning 
Board and shall be included in the plans and supporting materials required in sub- 
section 4. If not included in the original submission, the requirements of subsec- 
tion 6 shall apply to proposed accessory uses. No accessory use shall be permitted 


within 100° of any street or property line and the exception at Section V.B.3.a 
shall not apply 


(7) All other requirements of Section V. shall apply 
(c) Number of Units 


The Basic Number of dwelling units allowed on any parcel shall not exceed the number 
of single family dwelling lots into which the parcel could be divided pursuant to the re- 
quirements of the Zoning Bylaw and the Planning board’s Rules and Regulations Gover- 
ning the Subdivision of Land. That Number shall, at the applicant’s expense, be deter- 
mined by the Planning Board based upon a subdivision plan of land certified by a 
Registered Land Surveyor or a Registered Professional Engineer. 


An increase in the number of dwelling units over the Basic Number may be authorized 
by the Planning Board in accordance with the following criteria, but in no event shall the 
Board authorize more than a 200% increase over the Basic Number nor an increase to a 
number inconsistent with the findings of subsection 5. In addition, no increase to the 
Basic Number shall result in a density exceeding four (4) units per acre based on the 
total parcel acreage. For purposes of determining the increase over the Basic Number, 
a fractional dwelling unit shall be dropped. .. 


(1) ‘Affordable’ Units. Add to the Basic Number a number equal to the ratio of ‘‘af- 
fordable’’ dwelling units* to the total number of dwelling units in the development, 
times the Basic Number. 


(2) Unit size. Add to the Basic Number a number equal to 50% of the ratio of the 
number of studio (efficiency) and one bedroom dwelling units to the total number of 
dwelling units, times the Basic Number. 


(3) Open space and buffering. Add to the Basic Number a number equal to the open 
space in excess of the 40% minimum requirement, times the Basic Number. 


* See Definition, Section II 
d) Design Requirements 


(1) To minimize departure from the scale and visual characteristics of single family 
residential development: 
(a) there shall be no more than eight (8) dwelling units in a single structure; 
(b) no more than two (2) dwelling units shall be served from a single building 
entrance; 
(c) the development plan shall preserve the existing vegetation and, where 
necessary, utilize landscape techniques to minimize the visibility of the site for 
persons passing it or overlooking it from nearby properties. 


(2) To avoid light overspill, no buildings shall be floodlit; outdoor lighting fixtures 
shall be mounted no higher than 15 feet, oriented and shielded to avoid glare on 
adjoining premises; and plantings or other screening shall be used to block 
headlight glare from drives and parking lots onto adjoining premises. 


(3) To avoid traffic conflict, any egress serving 24 or more dwelling units shall 
have at least 25° visibility in each travel direction, and be separated from all other 
driveways or intersecting streets by at least 150 feet. 


(4) At least two off-street parking spaces shail be provided for each dwelling unit 
having two or more bedrooms, and at least one parking space for each dwelling 
unit having fewer bedrooms. 


(5) Interior circulation and utilities shall provide service functionally equivalent 
to that assured individual lots under the Planning Board’s Subdivision Regulations 
in effect at the time of Special Permit application. 


4. Special Permit Application Requirements 


The application to the Planning Board for a Special Permit under this section shall be 
accompanied by the following plans and supporting materials. 


a) Plan of the tract showing existing topography at 2 foot contour intervals, 
wetlands, vegetative cover, soils, existing streets and structures within and con- 
tiguous to the tract 


b) Where a subdivision of land is involved, a preliminary subdivision plan, which 
may be combined with the plan required under the preceding paragraph; 

c’ Site development plans showing the proposed grading of the tract at 2 foot con- 
tour intervals and the proposed locations, dimensions, materials and types of con- 
struction of streets, drives, parking areas, walks, paved areas, utilities, open 
space, planting, screening, landscaping, and other improvements, and the 
locations and outlines of proposed buildings and accessory uses, 


d) Preliminary architectural drawings for building plans including typical floor 
plans, elevations, and sections; 


e) A tabulation of proposed buildings by type, size (number of rooms, floor area), 
ground coverage, and summary showing the percentages of the tract to be oc- 
cupied by buildings, parking and other paved vehicular areas, and the amount of 
open space; , 
f) Such other iformation as the Board may require to substantiate a decision to 
permit an increase in the Basic Number of dwelling units or to substantiate a deci- 
sion as outlined in‘subsection 5 below 
5. Decision 
In deciding on a Special Permit for Multifamily dwellings, the following criteria shall 
be used by the Planning Board rather than those specified at Section VIII.C.2. Such 
Special permit may be granted if the Board determines that the proposal would further 
the following Town interests (as they may be applicable): 
a) Town water facilities are available to the site and of such capacity to provide a 
minimum flow of 2,000 gallons per minute (or such other higher amount consistent 
with that required by the Town of Andover fire rating clagsification) so as to en- 
sure adequate fire protection without public capital expenditure; 


b) Town sanitary sewerage facilities are available to the site and of such capacity 
to provide an adequate means of sewage disposal pursuant to current Andover 
Board of Health requirements and the Town Master Sanitary Sewer Plan without 
public eapital expenditure; 7 


c) Stormwater runoff from development of the proposed site will not increase

ficient capacity to accommodate the increased flow pursuant to the Town Master 


Drainage Plan without public capital expenditure; 


d) Town transportation facilities are available to the site and of such capacity to 
accommodate projected traffic flows and transportation demands without public 


capital expenditure; 


e) Town school facilities are of such capacity to accommodate projected school- 


aged persons without public capital expenditure 


f) Development of the site must preserve the landscape of the open space in its 
natural state insofar as practicable by minimizing tree removal and grade 
changes. Development of the site, where appropriate, must promote such natural 
features of the parcel as waterbodies, wetlands, hills, slopes, wooded areas and 
unique geological, botanical, and ecological areas or features. The development 
must also preserve, where appropriate, buildings of architectural or historic

g) Based upon current Town-wide building activity and approved development 
proposals, the ratio of single family dwellings to multifamily dwellings is pro- 
jected to remain approximately 3:1 during the projected development and con- 


struction period of the proposal 


h) The Planning Board may, in appropriate cases, impose restrictions not incon- 
sistent with this Bylaw as a condition(s) to granting a Special Permit. 


6. Amendment and Revision 


a) Amendment 


The Planning Board, upon application by the developer and after a public 
hearing, may amend a Special Permit previously granted, but only in accordance 


with the standards hereinbefore set out 
b) Revision 


Subsequent to a Special Permit granted by the Planning Board under the 
provisions of this section and where applicable, the approval of a definitive sub- 
division plan by the Planning Board, minor departures from plans as approved 
may be made from time to time in accordance with applicable laws, bylaws and 
regulations, but the development under such Special Permit shall otherwise be in 
accordance with the submission accompanying the developer’s application for a 
Special Permit, except as modified by the decision of the Planning Board. The 
developer shall notify in advance the Planning Board of any such revision. If the 
Planning Board determines such revisions not to be minor, it shall order a hearing 


as provided above 


3. Amend SECTION II (DEFINITIONS) by inserting and appropriately numbering the 
following definition 
Dwelling unit, ‘affordable’: a dwelling unit with deed restricted sales price not to ex- 
ceed 37.5% of the maximum eligible income for federally subsidized moderate income 
housing of that size in Andover, or with monthly gross rental not to exceed 37.5% of that 
income, but not including subsidized dwelling units.
